Swallows are diligent 
and cunning 
builders 
of nests, but they are not 
al- 
ways wise in their choice of a local- 
ity. 
In proof of this a couple of birds 
laBt year chose 
a secluded 
corner 
among 
the rafters 
of 
my 
barn 
and 
managed to hatch and rear their young 
successfully. 
This 
year 
a 
couple, 
probably 
the 
same, repaired the nest and laid their 
eggs. 
But one 
morning 
both 
birds 
were found lying dead on the floor, the 
windows having teen closed and the 
door locked by a too careful servant. 
A favorite place for a swallow to build 
Its nest is the upper corner of a 
win- 
dow. 
This 
situation 
is to say 
the 
least 
precarious, 
as an energetic 
housemaid 
has 
merely 
unintentionally 
or other- 
wise to draw down 
the sash 
and the 
nest is at once in ruins. 
I remember 
once quite unintentionally 
acting 
the 
part 
of 
the energetic housemaid. 
1 
drew down the sash and managed just 
in time to save the structure from fall- 
ing to pieces. 
Supporting it with my hands. 
I told 
one of my boys to bring his schoolbag. 
and having fastened it securely to the 
window, deposited therein the remains

When Louis XIV. died, In 1715, the 
next heir to the throne (Louis 
XV.) 
was only five years of 
age. 
Philip 
(brushing by the obstacles Louis XIV. 
had raised against such an act) had 
hi,mselX declared regent o, the. king- 
dom until the new king should be of 
age. 
He found France in an almost 
bankrupt 
condition 
through 
the late 
king's extravagances, and he tried to 
start an era of prosperity. 
Instead, 
he started an avalanche of misfortune.

reins of government, 
will have 
ten 
cabinet 
positions 
to fill Instead 
of 
nine, if the olans of the democratic 
leaders are carried into effect. 
The new portfolio 
will be that of 
secretary 
of labor, for the purpose 
is to divide the present department cf 
commerce 
and labor into 
two 
de- 
partments, each to be presided over 
by a member of the president's 
of- 
ficial 
family. 
A 
bill 
providing 
for 
a department of labor which 
origin- 
ated in the house 
and 
passed 
that 
body last session, 
is now pending in 
the senate. 
The democrats are not particular 
whether the senate 
passes the 
bill 
or not. As a matter 
of fact 
they 
would be just as well satisfied 
if 
the measure were to remain in 
the 
pigeon 
hole 
of the present 
commit- 
tee on labor. 
They would then take 
it up at the forthcoming 
extra 
ses- 
sion of congress which 
Mr. 
Wilson 
has promised 
to call. It would then 
be a strictly democratic measure and 
the republicans would then be barred 
from sharing any credit for It. As 
the matter now stands it is of dem- 
ocratic origin, but if the present 
re- 
publican 
senate passes 
it and 
Mr. 
Taft is given an opportunity to sign 
it, 
they 
will claim a part of 
the 
honor for Its enactment. 
The 
. democratic platform adopted 
at 'Baltimore contains a plank 
de- 
manding 
the creation of such a 
de- 
partment 
and 
Governor 
Wilson 
in 
several 
of his speeches during the 
campaign strongly committed 
himself 
to It as did other democratic spell 
binders. 
It was also used as a trump 
card wherever the votes of organiz- 
ed labor were sought, and, of course. 
that was wherever there 
were 
any 
labor . votes to be had. 
The unions 
throughout 
the 
country have 
long 
been demanding it; in fact, they ask 
ed for a separate labor department 
aft the time the department of com 
merce and labor was organized, 
but 
were obliged to be content for the
